proveed in his Suit or Appeal for six weeks, the Suit 
or Appeal shall be dismissed ; and it shall not be ne- 
ecesary to give the Plaintiff.or Appellant any notice

An Act for amending the provisions of the Bengal 
Code touching Criminal Appeals, and the revision 
of Sentences and Orders of Criminal Courts, 


I. Wheroas the provisions of the Bengal Cale 
concerning Criminal Appeals and revision of Sen- 
tences and Orders of Criminal Courts required to be 
amended ;— 

It is hereby enacted, that those parts of the Bengal 
Code which eoncern the powers and duties of tha 
Criminal Courts in reapect to appeals and revision of 
sentences of a Lower Court by a higher, are repealed. 

If. And it is hereby enacted, that from every 
sentence or order passed in Criminal trials, or in 
Judicial proceedings other than Criminal trials, by 
an Assistant toa Magistrate, or by a Sudder Ameen, 
or by @ Law Officor, or by amy other Officor under a 
Magistrate empowered to try Criminal eases within the 
limitation prescribed by Sections VITL. and LX. Re- 
gulation TX 1793 there shall be permitted one appeal 
in such cases to the Magistrate, Joint Magistrate or 
Officer exercising the powers of Mayistrate within ove 
month from the date of such Sentence or Order, 
And from every Sentence or Order passed in 
Criminai triala or in judicial proceedings other than 
Criminal trial by a Magistrate, Joint Magistrate or 
Assistant to a Magistrate beyond the limitation pres- 
cribed by Sections VIIL and (X. Regulation IX. 1793, 
Sestion IV. Regulation XVI. 1795, and Sections 
VIIL. and IX. Regulation VI. 1803, there shall be 
permitted within one month as aforesaid one appeal 
to the Sessions Judge. And from every Sentence or 
Order passed ina Criminal irial by a Sessions Judge, 
there shall be permitted withia one month as aforo- 
said one appeal to the Court of Nizamut Adawlut. 
And except as provided in the next Section of this 
Act the Sentences or Orders passed upon such appeals 
shall be finat. 

III. Andit is hereby enacted, that it shall be at 
all times lawful for the Courts of Nizamut Adawiut 
to call for the records of any Criminal trials of any 
Subordinate Court and to pass upon them such orders 
as may seem fit. 

IV. Provided however, and it is hereby enacted, 
that itshall not be lawful for the Court of Nizamut 
Adawlut in cases so called for or for any Criminal 
Court in Appeals preferred to it, to enhacece any pun- 
ishment awarded, or to punish any person acquitted 
by the Court below. 

V. And it is hereby enacted, hat it shall be at all 
times lawful for a Sessions Judye and fora Magistrate, 
Juint Magistrate or Officer exercising the powers of 
Magistrate, to call for and examine the records of any 
Court immediately subordinate to their respective 
Courts, for the purpose of satisfying themselves as 
to the regularity of the proceedings of such Subordi- 
pate Courts: But it shall not be Jawful for any 
Court under the degree of the Nizamut Adawlut to 
alter any Sentence or Order of any Subordinate Court, 
except upon Appeal by parties concerned, duly made 
according to the provisions of this Act. 

VI. And itis hereby enacted, that nothing in this 
Act contained shall be held to alter or interfere with 
the powers and duties of a Superintondent of Police 
aa laid down in Act No. XXIV of 1837, and other 
parts of the Bengal Code.

And it is hereby enacted, that from every 
sentence or order passed in Criminal trials, or In 
Judicial proceedings other than Criminal trials, by 
an Assistant toa Magistrate, or by a Sudder Ameen, 
or by a Law Offleer, or by any other Officer under a 
Magistrate empowered to try Criminal cases within the 
lintitation prescribed by Sections VIII. and TX. Re- 
gulation TIX 1793 there shall be permitted ono appeal 
in euch casen to the Magistrate, Joint Magistrate or 
Officer exercising the powers of Magistrate within one 
month from the date of such Sentence or Order.

It is hereby enacted, that tho assess nents which 
by the Statute 43, Geo 38, Chap. 52, are authorized 
to be made for the Town of Madras, shall be applica- 
ble to the following purposes only. viz lighting and 
watering the roads and streets, and cleansing and 
repairing the same and the drains of the said Town. 

I}. And it is hereby enacted, that the assessment 
and rates made under the authority of the said Statute 


shall be sufficient for accomplishing, in an elticient 


manner, the purposes mentioned jv the last Section, 
for discharging ali incidental expenees, and for mak- 
ing up deticiencies and defaults of every kind what- 
soever. Provided always, tliat no rate shall be made 
exeeeding the amount of five per cent on the 
assessed value of property without the sanction of 
the Governor in Council of Fort Saint George ia 
Madras. 

Ji]. And itis hereby enacted, for the encourage- 
ment of the contre! and supervision of the asscas- 
ment and collection of the rates and the management 
thereof within particular divisions being undertaken 
by the rate-pavers themselves, the Justices at their 
Quarter Sessions shall publish quarterly or as required 
be the Local Government the particulars of all sums 
laid out, and of all the expences of collection and 
deficiencies during the preceding quarter within three

VI. And it is herehy enacted, that jt shall not be 
necessary in any awsesument rate or warrant ‘of

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grounde; but itshall bo sufficient if every property 
rated be identified, and in the case of houses number- 
ed in avy street, that the name of the street and 
number of the house rated be particularly specified. 

Vil. And it is hereby enacted, that the Goods and 
Chattels of the owner of any property rated shall be 
seizable any where (except where property is con- 
cealed as hereinafter mentioned) for deficiency in 
the payment of rates, And all property which shall 
be found upon any premises rated, shalt be seizable 

or any arrears which may be due for a period of one 
year immediately preceding such seizure. And in 
the case of the seizure of the property of a tenant 
under such cireamnstances, he may deduct the amount 
of the levy from the next payment of his rent. 

VUE. And it ia hereby onacted, that where there 
js ground to suspect that property liable to distrers 
under this Actis concealed in any zenana, the Officer 
charged with the execution of the warrant. shall 
make a special report to the Justice granting the 
same, who shall thereupon follow, as closely as is 
practicable, the rules for the seizure of property in 
like cases adopted by Her Majesty's Supreme Court 
of the Presidency. 

TX. Audit is hereby enacted, that it shall be law- 
ful for any one Justice of the Peace for the Town of 
Madras to issue a Warrant of Distress for the recovery 
of the arrears of Assessment under this Aet, or under 
the Statute 33. Geo, 3, Ch. 52, and every such War- 
rant shall have the same force and effect ax if it were 
uader the hands and seals of two such Justices.

Dividends on Insolvent Estates have from time to 
time been paid over by the Assignees of such Inselvent 
Estates into the hands of the Accanntant General and 
Sub-Treastrer of the East India Company at such 
several Presidencies with the privity ofthe Accountant 
Gencral of the said Insolvent Courts, to the credit of 
the persona named in the Schedules as Creditors 
of such Jneolvents reapectively ;—and whereas it is 
expediont that in the event of no claim being esta. 
blished to such unclaimed Dividends of sony part 
thereof, within a reasonable time, auch Divideuds 
shontd be distributed among auch of the Crediters of

It is therefore enacted, that it shall be lawful! for the

J Resolution —The Right Hon’hle the Governor Ge- 
neralin Council! resolves that the following Amended 
Draft on the subject be re-published fur general iu- 


formation: 
Act No. oF 1841. 


I. Whereas sufficient provision ia not made for ro. 
presasing obstructions to Justice committed in theCourts 
of the East India Company ;—It is hereby enacted that 
ull persons whatsoever, whether generally amonable to 
the Courta of the East India Gompany or otherwixe, 
using menacing gestures or expressions, or otherwise 
obstructing Justiec in the presonce of any Zillah or City 
Magistrate, Joint Magistrate, ar other Oliver under a 
Magistrate empowered to try Criminal cscs, or any 
Court. Civil or Criminal, of the East India Company, 
shali be liable to be fined by the Anthority whose pro- 
ce-odings are obstructed to anv amount not exceeding 
200 Rupees, or in cave such fine be not paid to be 
imprisoned for any period not exceeding one month, 
Provided that from the award of punishment ig such 
cases an appeal shall lie, if preferred within one month, 
to the Authority, Cisil or Criminal, appointed hy Law 
to hear appeals in all other cases from the decisions of 
the Officer by whom the fine was imposed ; and pro- 
vided also that notwithstanding ony thing in this Act 
it shall be lawful toindict any person amenable to Her 
Majesty’s Suprems Courts as for a misdemeanor in any 
of the cases aforesaid austainable before this Act, if no 
proceeding shall have been had against the offender in 
the Court where the offence was committed, but not 
otherwise. 

If. And itishereby further enacted, that the Sudder 
Board of Revenue, the local Commissioners, or other 
Offeers exercising the powers of either of those autho- 
tities, the Collectors, or other Officers exercising the 
powers of Collector, shall be competent to punish any 
obstruction of the nature aforesaid, by fine to an ex- 
tent not exceeding 200 Rupees, and in caso such fine 
be not paid by imprisonment in the Civil Jail for a 
period not exceeding one month. Provided that the 
orders pa<aed in such cases shall be subject on appeal 
te the revision and contron) of the superior Revenue 
Authorities, asin all others, and shall, as well as 
the sentences passed under Section I. of this Act, 
be carried into effect by the Magistrate, on appli- 
cation being made to that Officer, in the usuai mode.

The following Act passed by the Right Hon’ble the 
Governor (several of India in Council, on the 1ith 
October 1841, is hereby promulgated fur general io- 
formation : 





Acr No. XXII. or 1841. 


For amending the Law with respect to rates for 
Municipal purposes within the own of Madias. 


I. Whereas it is expedient to specify the parti- 
cular purposes to which rates assessed on houses, 
buildings and grounds in Madras shall be applied ; 
and to abolish the practice which has hitherto pre- 
vailed, of levying five per eent. on the annual value 
of all houses, buildings and grounds, without refer- 
ence to the amount necessary fur accomplishing the 
purposes of the rates; such per centage being inade- 
quate for the purposes to which the rates have hither- 
tu been deemed applicable. And whereas it is 
expedient to make the per centage leviablo by quar- 
terly or other convenient rates on the annual value of 
property todepend entirely on the expenditure ne- 
cessary for accomplishing, in an efficient manner, 
the purposes to which the rates shall henceforth be 
applicable, and providing fur all incidental expences 
and casual deficiencies or defaults. And whereas 
it ix expedient to subject the collection and admi- 
istration of the funds raised for Muuicipal purposes 
in the various districts of the Town to the manage- 
ment of the rate-payers themselves within such 
districts respectively, whenever they are desirous of 
undertaking the same, and are willlng to enter inte 
proper arrangements for the purpose, And whercas 


it is expedient to modify the provisions of the Statute 
83, Geo. 8, Cap. 52, in regard to assessments for 
the Town of Madras in order for the better collec.

hy the Local Government tie particulars of all sums 
Jaid out, and of all the expences of collection and 
deficiencies during the preceding quarter within three

An Aet for extending in coscs governed by English 
Law certain provisions of the Statute 3d and 4th 
Wilham IV Ch. XLII, entitled *‘ An Act for the 

further amendment of the Law and the better 
advancement of Justice.” 


I. Whereas there is no remedy provided in 
cases governed by English Law for injuries to the 
Rra! Estato of any person deceased, committed in 
his life time, nor for certain wrongs dono by a por- 
son deooased in his life timo to another in respect 
of hia property, real or personal ; for remedy there- 
of it ishercby enaoted, that an Action of Treapass 
or Trespass on the case, as the caso may be, may 
be maintained by thy Exeontors or Admivistsators 
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of agy person deccascd for any injury to the Real 
Estate of such person, committed in his life tune, 
for which an action might have been maintained 
by such person, so as%uch injury shall have been 
committed within six calendar months before the 
death of such deceased person, and provided such 
action shall bo brought with’a one yenr after the 
death of such person; and the damages when re- 
covered, shall be part of the persoual state of such 
porson; and further that an Action of Trespasi or 
Trespass onthe case, as tho oese may be, may be 
muatntained against the Exccutors or Administrators 
of any person deceased for any wrong committed 
by himin his fe time to another in’ respeet of his 
property, real or personal, so as such injury shall 
have been committed within six calendar months 
before such person’s death, and ao as such action 
shall be brought within six calendar months after 
such Executors or Administrators shall have taken 
upon themselves the Administration of the Estate 
aud Effects of sueh person; and the damages to be 
recovered in such action shall be payabie in like 
order of Administration as the simplo contract 
debts of such person.

An Act for appropriating the unclaimed Divi-« 
dends on Insofoent Estates. 


T. Whereas pursuant to the Orders of the Courts 
forthe Relief of Tnsolvent Debtors at the several 
Presidencies, divers sums on account of unclaimed 
Dividends on Insolvent Estates have from time to 
time heen paid over by the Assignees of such Insolvent 
Vstates inte the hands of the Accountant General and 
Sub-Treasurer of the East India Company at such 
several Presidencies with the privity ofthe Accountant 
General of the said Insolvent Courts, to the credit of 
the persons named in the Schedules as Creditors 
of auch Tnsolvents respectively ;—and whereas it is 
expedient that in the event of no claim beirg esta- 
blished to such unelaimed Dividends or any part 
thereof, within a reasonable time, such Dividends 
should be distributed among such of the Credirors of 
ench Insolvent Extates as shall have established their 
claims against such Estates respectively ;— 


Tt is therefore enacted, that it shall be lawful for the 
sail Courts of Insolvent Debtors respectively in’ the 
event of no claim beine established to sneh Dividerds 
or any part thereof, within six years after any Divi- 
dend shall have been so paid over, as aforesaid, to ore 
der the same to be repsid te such Assignees, to be 
by them distributed among such of the Creditors of 
such Insolvent Fstates as shall have established their 
claims against such Jcstates respectively, and to order 
such claims to be expunged from such Schedules.

dends are reserved, together with the amount of such 
claims reapectively, and shall specify whether any for- 
mer Dividend or Dividends have been paid in respect 
thereof, and whether any proof shall have at any time 
been made of the debt whereby any Dividen me 
have accrued.

, Hesolution.—The Right Hon'ble the Governor Ge- 
S:ralin Council resolves that the following Amended 
J Draft on the subject bo re-published for general in- 
formation: 
Acr No, or 1841. 


I. Whereas sufficient provision ix not made for re- 
presssing obstructions to Justice committed in theCourts 
of the Kast India Company ;-—-It is hereby onacted that 
all persons whatsoever, whether generally amenable tu 
the Courts of the East India Company or otherwise, 
using Monacing gestures or expressions, or otherwise 
obstructing Justice in the presence of any Zillah or City 
Maristrate, Joint Magistrate, or other Officer under a 
Magistrate empowered to try Criminal cases, or any 
Court, Civil or Criminal, of the Kast India Company, 
shall be liable to be fined by the Authority whose pro- 
ceedings are obstructed to any amount not exceeding 
269 Rupees, or in ease such fine be not patd to be 
imprisoned for any period not exceeding one month, 
Provided that from the award of punishinent in such 
Cases an appeal shall lie, if preferred within one month, 
to the Authority, Civil or Criminal, appointed by Law 
to hoar appeals in all other cages from the decisions of 
the Offieer by whom the fine was imposed ; and pro- 
vided also that nutwithstanding any thing in this Act 
it shall be lawful to indict any person amenable to Her 
Majesty's Supreme Courts as for a misdemeanor in any 
of the cases aforesaid sustainable before this Act, if no 
procesding shall have baen had against the offender in 
the Court where the offence was committed, but not 
other wise. 

Ul. Anditisheroby further enacted, that the Sudder

obstruction of the nature aforesaid, by tine to an ex- 
tent not exceeding 200 Rupees, and in case such fine 
be not paid by imprisonment in the Civil Jail for a 
period not exceeding one month.

An Act for discontinuing the rotatien of aervice in 
hereditary District and Village offices under the 
Bombay Presidency. a 
1. Whereas it is provided by Clause 4, Seetion 

XVIJ. Regulation XVL. 1827, 0f the Bombay Code, 

that if the duties of the hereditary District Officers:and 

Village Officers and Servyante are performed ‘ 1a rot 

‘* tion by several sharers it shall be. competent to the 

‘+ Collector to enforce an arrangement by which ‘each — 

‘¢ Ofdciator shall, unless dlamissed by the Collector.

‘ continue in office for three yeara, or the sharers may 
at their option select one of their number to be 
‘constituted with the Collector's sanction the heredi- 
tary Oificer.” And whereas the rotation system thas 
maintained by the Bombay Code of Regulations is 
found injurious to the public service even as thus mo- 
difiedin the period of retention of office ,— 

It is hereby enacted, that in all cases of hereditary 
office the services of which are still exacted and ren- 
dered at Bombay it shall be competent to the Collec- 
tor of Land Revenue, or tothe Magistrate accordingly 
as the service may be rendered in the Revenue or 
Polico Departments to refiise confirmatios to aty ar- 
rangement for rotation service in sach office that misy 
be entered into by the sharers or hereditary claimants, 
and to require that nomination shall be made of a fit 
and competent pereon to hold the office, and perform 
the duties iu the manner provided in the last part of 
the Clause of Seetion XVID Regulation XVI. of 1827 
above quoted. 

II And it is hereby enacted that when any Village 
or District Officer shall be nominated toun hereditary 
offices as above provided, it shall be competent to the 
Collector or Magistrate to refuse to ecoulirm such no- 
mination, if from age or personal disqnalification 
there shall because to think tha+duties of the 
offiea will nor he properly performed by him, or 
if from character and past conduct the person 
nominated be eonsidered unworthy of trust. Pro- 
vided, however. that the ground of such rejec- 
tion shall be reeorded in an Official proceeding 
aud in every case of refusal to confirm the nomination 
of sharers and other hereditary claimants there shall 
be an appeal to the authority to which the Collector 
or Magistrate may be immediately subordinate, and 
the order of such authority in the case shall be final, 

Til, And it is hereby enacted, that when any per- 
son shall be duly appointed toan hereditary Village or 
District office he may be removed on proof of miscon- 
duct or incompetency to the satisfaction of the Officer 
by whom the nomination is required to be confirmed, 
and the order for such removal shall be open toa 
like appeal as an order refusing confirmation. 

TV. Andit is hereby enacted, that when an here- 
ditary Officer shall be bound to render servico in more 
than one Department, it shall be competent to the 
Governor in Council at Bombay to prescribe what 
Officer shall be vested with the control of the appoint- 
mcnt and removal of auch Officer. 

V. Anditis hereby enacted, that nothing contain- 
edin this Act shall be construed to debar the right 
of any sharer or hereditary claimant to participate 
inthe rents and profits of any hereditary office so 
held and filled as is above provided, but if through 
the number of such claims there shall not remain a 
sufficiency for the fit maintenance of the Officer per- 
forming the duties, it shall be competent to the Col- 
lector or other Officer vested with the control of the 
appointment to and removal from such office to fix 
the ft remuneration to be assigned to the appointed 
Officer, and the remainder only shall be subject to the
